4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102 (e) as being anticipated by Giordano, III et al. 
(United States Patent Number: US 6,370,141 Bl).

6. The rejections, and grounds for rejections, under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as presented in examiner's 
prior Office Action mailed 22 December 2006, are hereby maintained and incorporated in this 
Office Action by reference. 

7. The only argument presented by the applicant in his 23 April 2007 remarks directed to this 
remaining rejection was that Giordano does not disclose, teach, or suggest a system for 
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configuring a packet switched network appliance in which a determination of an access point to a 
packet switched network includes a consideration of a distance between the packet switched 
network appliance and the access point. However , the only mention of "distance" within the 
specification of this application is found on the first page of the specification on line 28 (PG- 
PUB paragraph [0004]) which makes reference to long distance calls and thus area-code(s). 
Giordano clearly taught a determination of the access point included a consideration of a distance 
between the packet switched network appliance and the access point by considering the area- 
code required for the connection (e.g., see Giordano (Abstract, col. 1 (line 59), and col. 2 (line 
13))). Thus, it was anticipated to dial an access point within the current user's area code rather 
than to make a toll call over a long distance; hence the determination and consideration of 
distance.
